Because of what the shepherds 
made known, the world 
tu ally began to calculate 
from the birth of Jesus, 
there was an error In transcrib­ 
ing 747 into Christian chronology, 
and the event about which Lake 
was to pen the greatest newt 
story ever w ritten, occurred la 
5 B. C , or 1.953 years ago. 
Luke was the nicknam e of 
Lucanus, a man of Antioch In 
Syria. He was a physician and 
reputedly a painter of evtmordt- 
nary sk ill, before he became a 
convert to C hristianity and n 
companion of Paul. The story 
was Insert bed in Rome in Greek, 
upon papyrus, as a letter ta one 
Theophilus. another convert ta 
C hristianity who was. Ilk s Lake. 
a G entile, and who appears to 
have been a Rom an of high po­ 
rtio n and w ealth. Nothing else 
is known of Theophilus sxospt 
th is: by inscribing this Gospel 
and the Acta of tho Apostle to 
him . 
Luke 
made Theophiiuo' 
name im m ortal. 
There Is little more that wo 
know of Luke, but wo tao* • 
this: 
he was a 
friend univ 
death. " I am a ll alone, save fo r 
Lu ke," Pau l w rote shortly be­ 
fore ho was put ta death la 
Rome. 
B u t such devotion was ta ho 
expected of a C hristian. 
It 
la probable 
that Luke 
rained most of his knowledge of 
the Saviour, as he did his de­ 
voutness. from Paul, fo r thoro 
is no evidence Luke over saw 
Him him self. 
He could have had help from 
the earlier gospels of M atthew , 
who had left hie job as tax col­ 
lector at Capernaum to b t on# 
of Jesu s' D isciples, and of M ark; 
and Utero were countless other 
narratives of Jesus current a t 
the tim e he wrote. Bu t It ap­ 
pears that Luke was Inspired 
most by what Pau l told him and 
by the m aterial he gathered 
him self 
It is certain he wrote 
w ith 
consummate, 
unmatched 
art.

his labors w ithin a few years

acts and teachings of Jesus. Bo 
it remained for Luke. a man 
w onderfully Inspired, to w rits 
the wondrous story of tbs F irst 
Christm as thai excels a ll other 
Christm as stories evsr told.
